As regards the pro- 
portions of the European-spesking poople, if 
the term be admissible, the French speakers’ 
-wore 19.6 per cont., the German 18°4 pet cent. 
and the English less than 13 por cent. From 
13 per cent. the English speakera at the date 
of the Times paragraph had advanced to about 
31 per cent,, the English language being used 
by about twice as many people as any of tho 


‘| pthers. The estimate was that thia "relative 


growth was almost sure tocontinue.” Now, at 
a dinner last month in connection with the 
Manchester ‘Statistical Society, as we state 
elsewhere, Sir Robert Griffen drew attention to 
the prodigious rate at wheh tho civilized world 
—the comunity of European nations and nations 
of European origin--was growing. The po- 
polation of Europe and of nations of European 
origin like the United States might now'be put 
at something over 500,000,000. The ‘United 
States. themselves ‘might be put at nearly 80 
millidns; Russia in ita recent census showed a 
population which must already have grown to 
about 135 millions; Germany about 55 millions;
